AUSTRALIA.

Under the influence of panic men do many: 


things which in their calmer moments they 
} would never dream:of doing The claims of 
hoth justice and prudence are liable'to be dis- 
regarded in times of popular excitement, and 
especially by those wha'depend upon the gond- 
will of the people fortheir worldly position, But 
both in the case of individuals and of nations. 
| mistakes made under such circumstances gene- 
i rally bring a'train of, cqnsequences, with them 
which are commonly distasteful and injurious 
The action of Sit Henry Parkes in New South 
: Wales in connection with the arrival ofa number 
of Chinese in Port Jackson, rather over twelve 
months ago, was undoubtedly a mistake. The, 
colonies appeared ‘to get into a state of panic, 
just as ifa few hundred Chinese: more or less 
meant the rain or salvation of Australia, The 
southern colonies had delayed severe restrictive 
legis‘ation, and so were specially open to the 
unarmed invasion; but even so, there was no 
sulicient excuse for acting illegally or precipi- 


1} tately. .As has been pointed out more than once 


in these columns, the restrictive legislation in 
.f'rce in Queensland was sufficient to keep the 
numbers of Chinese in the colonics fram increas- 
ing; in fact there has been aconsidcrable deer 

in recent years,andan-extensionof thesame prin-, 
ciple, with a residential tax, would have answered 
every purpose. Although the Chinese authorities 
might have objected to this course, it wou'd not 
have given rise to the undoubted difficulties 
which now surround the Chinese question’ Other 
-idens, however, for the time-being possessed the 
bulk of the Australian people, and the rulers were 
swept along on a tide of public opinion to adopt 
anew principle in dealing with Chinese ‘smmi-: 
gration, and tn that direction Queensland again 
outstripped her compcers in the severily of her 
enactments, That this measure, If it passes 
into law,. will be.effective in repressing Chinese 
immigration cannot be doubted; but we have 
all along , contended that Queensland need 
not hive departed very greatly from the 
policy. which she had adhered to up to the, 
time of passing the bill referred to in order to 
deal with the matter sufficient thoroughness, 
and without, arousing so much’ feeling on-the 
question as evidently exists in China. There is 
a certain class of people who ndicule the idea of 
taking the feclings or opinions of China into 
account at all; but these are the advocates of 
what may be termed the pol cy of isolation. 
They are fond of proclaiming the greatness of 
Australian and her ability to walk alone in her. 
might, throwing off.all oli! ties and obligations, 
Their. policy if follawed ‘out to ils logical issue 
would surround Australia with ‘an impassable 
barrier, those inside 'being ‘* The Penpte” and 
all outside aliens, even though they might 
be the fathers and brothers of some of 
us, We do not believe in this policy of 
isolation, While we do not want to ‘see the 
Chinese encouraged to cone uere; while we 
belleve in restricting the number of those who 
may come ; and while we thoroughly believe in 
such restriction as'a measure of self-defence, we 
recognise the fact that'to make the restrictive 
measures unneceasarily galling to the national 
pridecf an ancient power like’ China—a nation 
which has many claims to be considered a Great 
Power—is na: mistake, andthe genius of our 
Australian statesmen must be in'inverse ‘ratio to 
their self-assertiveness if they are unable ta 
devise a measure which shall give sufficient 
protection to Australia without turning China 
into an enemy. Mr. Quong Tart, the well- 
known ‘Chinese merchant of Sydney, whe 
hes just returned froin a visit to China, his 
yielded to the attack of the irrepressible reperter 
and has given some interesting information 


regarding the state of feeling in China with | 


regard to Australia’s restrictive measures. It 
must be remembered that, Mr. Quong Tart was 
received in the highest circles in China, $9 that 
he was in the way of feeling the pulse of that 
nation, He is a mandarin, and in Hongkong 
he was received with honor, a stenm launch 
being despatched by the- Chinese merchants to 
take, him ashore before the other pastengers, He 
was’ entertained at several public luncheons 
and dinners, was received with special marks of 
distisiction by.the English Governor of the place, 
aod subsequently met with a cordial reception | 
from the Vceroy of Canton, a gentleman who, 
as Mr, Tart remarks, is in his own’ dominions a 
much greater man ‘than any representative of 


Western royalty, This gentleman made earnest |, 


loquiat about the candition of affairs in Aus- 
ralia, and was extremely wishful that Mr. Tait 
should visit Pekin and place the Emperor in 
possession of his views. Mr. Tart, for reasons 
of his own, politely declined the Aittering invita- 
tion, which possibly offered as much danger.as 
honor. With regard tothe effect of the treatment 
of his -countrymen who wesc denied a land- 
ing at Sydney, Mr. Tart says that we ciin form 
Uttle idea of the anger that was niariifested by 
the masses in Hongkong and Canton upon the 
return’ ofthe ship with the rejected emigrants 
on board. Many of theunfortanate people were 
landed in their native country in a state of utter 
destitution, They had in mast cases. sold out 
their little belongings to raise’ money’ for the 
trip, and some of them had applied.to money 
lenders with the result that when they returned 
empty handed, they and their blood relations were 


lable to be sold to.pay the debt... The treatment. 
the emigrants received at Sydney inflamed the: 


popular anger, which has gone on smouldering 
over ‘since,’ ready ‘at any moment to break 
out against. Englishmenin China, and -particu- 
ny! against those who are inthe Chinese service. 
So bitter and wide-spread was the feeling in the 
matter that Mr, Tart is convinced that if it had 
not been for the coolness and firmness of. the 
official.class, there would have been something 
in the nature of an open revolt, Nor dothe' 
mandarios cherish & more friendly feeting, but 
‘they. are wiser than. the people and know that 
negotiations ero still going on with England, 
They telly the masses, Do nothing rashly: wait 
and see what will’come of diplomacy,” .
